2000 REPORTED KILLED, 
20,000 HOMES DESTROYED 
IN CHINA BY TIDAL WAVE 


Typhoon Sweeps Yeungkong, in Province of 
Kwangtung, Dispatch to Hong- 
kong Advises. 


By the Associated Press. 

HONGI‘ONG, Sept. 26.—The 
Exchange Telegraph here an- 
nounces receipt of a report that 
5000 persons perished when an im- 


mense tidal wave and _ typhoon 
struck Yeungkong, Kwangtung 
province, 150 miles southwest of 
this city, on Sept. 10. 

Twenty thousand homes were 
damaged and 400 junks and sam- 
pans destroyed, the report said. 
The total loss is estimated at $1,- 
000,000. 


The report from Hongkong 
would indicate that the tidal wave 
and typhoon which took 400 lives, 
injured 2300 and caused tremen- 


dous material damage on the Jap- 
anese island of Kiushiu on Sept. 
13, first struck the Chinese coast 
along the lower part of Kwangtung 
province, 

The storm which ravaged the 
Kiushiu coastal cities came from 
across the East China Sea and 
traveled northeast. Hours after its 
force had been expended in Kiu- 
shiu, the tail of the typhoon 
whipped towns on the main Jap- 
anese island of Hondo, causing 
minor casualties and damage be- 
fore passing out to sea. 

The distance from Hongkong to 
Nagasaki, one of the cities on Kiu- 
shiu struck by the tyhpoon, is ap- 


proximately 1070 miles.

Lieut. Webster Smashes All 
Existing Records in Cap- 
turing Schneider Cup for 
Britain at Venice. 


FELLOW OFFICER 
FINISHES SECOND 


Major De Bernardi, 1926' 
Winner, and Two Other 
Italians and Third British 
Entry Forced Out.

VENICE, Sept. 26.—Flight Lieu- 
tenant S. N. Webster today smashed 
all existing seaplane speed records 
in capturing the famous Schneider 
cup for Great Britain. Italy had 
held the cup for the last year as a 
result of its victory of the -United 
States at Hampton Roads, in 1926. 
. Lieut. Webster averaged 453,282 
kilometers or 281.488 miles an 
hour, aS compared with the record 
of 246.496 miles an hour estab- 
lished. by Maj. Mario de> Bernardi 
of the Italian Royal Air Force, who 
won the race last year. 

The winning plane was a super- 
marine Napier S-5. a monoplane of 
graceful design decorated in silver 
and royal blue. The fuselage is 
entirely of metal, the floats of 
duralumin and the wings of wood. 

Lieut. Worsley of Britain. who 
finished. second, piloted the same 
type of plane. 

Lieut. M. S. Kinkaid of Great 
Britain and the thtfee Italian 
competitors, Maj. Mario de Ber- 
hardi, winner of last year’s race at 
Norfolk, ‘'a.; Capt. F. Guazzetti 
and Capt. Ferrarin were forced to 
give up before completing the sev- 
en circuits marked out along the 
front of the Lido bathing. beach. 

Lieut. Webster is 2%y¥years old 
and was the youngest of the three 
representatives of Great Britain in 
the contest. Webster joined the 
Royal Air Force as a second lieu- 
tenant in September, 1918; after 
having served previously in the in- 
fantry as a private. He holds the 
Air Force cross for meritorious 
service. 

Great Britain’s 
represented her third in the 
Schneider cup competitions, her 
planes having won at Monaco in 
1914 and at Naples in 1922. Italy 
also has three victories to her cred- 
it, having won at Venice, in 1920, 
at Naples in 1921 and‘at Hampton 
Roads, Va., in. 1926. 

The cup was presented in 1912 
to the Aero Club of France -by 
Jacques Schneider, French sports- 
man and aviator, with a view to 
developing high speed  seaplanes. 
The country winning the cup is re- 
quired to hold the race for the suc- 
ceeding year. ; 

It was estimated that more than 
250,000 persons watched the com- 
petition which was held over a 350- 
kilometer (217.483 milés) .course 
along the front of the Lido. bath- 
ing beach, the course consisting of 
seven circuits.

bail. Mrs. Lilliendahl’s story’ that 
two negroes robbed and murdered’ 
her aged husband has not been 
accepted by the police. 

The prosecutor said his investi- 
gators, were getting closer on the 
trail and that an “important vr- 
rest” might be expected within the 
next 48 hours: He refused to say 
whether the suspected person was 
@ man or a woman. 

Beach Home Veritable Arsenal. 

The Beach home, police report- 
ed, was a veritable arsenal, con- 
taining; in addition to the two %2- 
caliber’ weapons, a 38-caliber au- 
tomatic. pistol] and more than a 
_ geore of shotguns and. rifles. 

The revolvers will be turned 
over to A. W. Foster, arms expert, 
for examination. He also will re- 
celve 18 cartridges, some with 
lead bullets and some with steel 
jackets. 

Beach's son, Ray, 34 years old, 
told police he owned both revol- 
vers, well as the automatic pis- 
tol which was found, He said he 
kept them because a burglar had 
once broken into the house.

Untermeyer charges officers of 
the B-M T. with “conspiracy” 
against the city. 


The last paragraph of thea. plan 
eliminates the present transit in- 
terests from any future control in 
the following language: 

“The evidence speaks for itself. 
I am satisfied that the more close- 
ly it is studied the more widespread 
will be the conviction that those 
now in control should not be in- 
vited to participate in the future 
management of these properties. 
With all its disadvantages any 
form of operation and _ control 
would be preferable from every 
point of view to the kind of private 
ownership and management that 
have already been exposed in the 
brief time and opportunity at the 
disposal of the commission.” 


The report presents a long 
analysis based on many tabulations 
of figures to show the relative ef- 
fects of recapture on the compa- 
mies and on the city.

The British charge Nestle with 
unauthorized participation in the 
seizure by the United States Coast 
Guard of a liquor-running boat. Al- 
though he was not a member of the 
Coast Guard, the British say, he 
appropriated part of the seized 
cargo of liquor and had it in his 
possession at the time of bis arrest. 
This would constitute piracy. 

Nestle forfeited his bail before 
being sentenced last year on two 
Federal charges, He left his home 
at Miami, Fla., and has been liv- 
ing on Gun Key in the Bahamas. 
He has helped coast guardsmen on 
previous occasions, it is said. He 
is reported to have admitted that 
he was on the coast guard cutter 
at the time of the liquor craft’s 
capture. 

A report of the case has been 
made to the State Department here 
by the United States Consul at 
Nassau. The Governor of the Ba- 
hamas has sent a magistrate to 
Bimini. 

According to the British authori- 
ties; the seizure of the liquor-run- 
ner took place in British. waters, 
within the three-mile limit. Unit- 
ed States Coast Guard officers at 
Miami say, however, it was out of 
the limited waters and allege the 
British complaint is an attempt to 
abrogate the recent treaty permit- 
ting United States Coast Guard ves- 
sels to lie in British waters to ob- 
serve suspected liquor-runners. The 
seized boat is said to be American. 


Nestle, Conducted of Bribery at Sa- 
vannah, Ga., Jumped Bond.

The rarest and fittest orchids in 
the world—49 of them—are being 
tended like children of royalty at 
Shaw's Garden for the bouquet to 
be carried by the Veiled Prophet's 
Queen, at the ball at the Coliseum, 
Oct. 6. 


The rarest and possibly the fin- 
est of them is the Odontoglossum 
Powellil. It was discovered four 
years ago by the late Charles W. 
Powell, whose gift of his tropical 
garden made the orchid collection 
here the finest in a public garden 
in the world, and was named for 
him by a Berlin scientist. 

It languished in cultivation, and 
for two years the only known 
specimen was at Shaw's Garden. 
Last spring, however, George H. 
Pring brought several specimens to 
the garden from the tropics. 

This beautiful rarity is found 
only in the Chiriqui region of Pa- 
Nama, in a small area of the jun- 
gle known to none but Pring and a 
half-dozen natives. Its petals are 
slender and exquisite—it is a suave 
and impressive symphony of 
browns. 

Four bouquets of the rarest roses 
also are to be made up at the gar- 
den for the Queen's special maids 
of honor. The roses are being se- 
lected to harmonte precisely with 
the velvet of the ceremonial robés. 


SON MOURNED AS DEAD SENDS 
TELEGRAM TO HIS PARENTS 


Herman Brunnert Left Home July 
14 and It Was Feared He Had 
Ended Life.

The value of the land in St. Louis 
County owned by the company is 
given at 9380,000, and there are 
$120,000 of other assets. The lia- 
bilities are given at $400,000, of 
which $120,000 is in notes held 
by the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. 

It is alleged that banks to which 
the company is indebted have 
sought to wrest control of the 
business from plaintiff, and threat- 
ened to gell the company or merge 
it witli another unless President 
Borcheler sold his stock to @ man 
selected by the banks to head the 
company. 

Besides obligations to trade 
creditors, the company is indebted 
to several banks, one of which has 
a representative on the board of 
directors.

“The Baltimore bureau,” Smith 
said, “operates upon a fact-finding 
basis rather than upon the hither- 
to accepted method of a wide- 
spread advertising of generalties.

“We seek to prove to industry, 
and will seek to prove that St. 
Louis, for many factories is the 
spot where raw materials can be 
assembled most cheaply, where 
operating costs will be low and, 
hence, where profits will be sub- 
stantial and continuous. We prove 
this conclusion in dollars and cents, 
making separate studies for each 
industry, in the light of its owr 
peculiar needs, and shun general- 
ities. 

Practical Illustrations. 

“Perhaps a few illustrations will 
serve. In the case of one industry, 
eventually landed for Baltimore. 
we made an investigation which re- 
sulted in an accurate calculation 
of all costs if the industry should 
go to any other of 52 cities of the 
United States. In the end, we 
demonstrated that al) costs and 
factors considered, Baltimore was 
the best suited of the 52 and Bal- 
timore got the industry. 

“We worked steven years on two 
other industries.
